G.S.R. S39(E).—^The following draft of certain rules 
further to amend the Aircraft (Carriage of Dangerous 
Goods) Rules, 2003, which the Central Government 
proposes to make in exercise of tiie powers conferred by 
section 5 of ftie Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), is hereby 
published as required by section 14 of tiie said Act, for 
informatitm of all persons likely to be affected thereby; 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken 
into consicteation after a period of forty-five days from the 
date on which the copies of the Gazette of India in which 
this notificatitm is published, are made available to the 
public; . 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed 
to the Director-General of Civil Aviation, opposite 
Safdaiquiig Aiipcat, New Delhi-110003; 

Any objection or suggestion v4iich may be received 
from tmy pers<m with respect to the said draft rules before 
the ejqriry of the period specified above will be considered 
by the Central Government. 

Draft Rales 

1.(1) These rules may be called the Aircraft 
(Carriage of Dangerous Goods), Amendment 
Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Aircraft (Carriage of Dangerous Goods) 
Rules, 2003, 

(1) fw rule 12, the following rules shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“12. Reqiaraiient of Training.—(1) No person shall 
ei^^e himself in any manner in the transport of 
dangerous goods unless he has undergone proper 
tr aining conunensurate witii his responsibilities. 

(2) The training shall be provided or verified upon 
the enq>k)yment of a person in a position involving 
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the transport of dangerous goods and recurrent 

training shall take place within twenty-four months 

of the previous training. 

12A. Establishment and approval of Training 
Programmes.— (1) Initial and recurrent dai^erous goods 
training programmes shall be established and maintained 
by or on behalf of,— 

(a) shippers of dangerous goods including packers 
and persons or organisations undertaking the 
responsibilities of the shipper; ^ 

(b) operators; 

(c) ground handling agencies which perform, on 
behalf of the operator, the act of accepting 
handling, loading, unloading, transferring or 
other processing of cargo; 

(d) ground handling agencies located at an airport 
which perform, on behalf of the operator, the act 
of processing passengers; 

(e) agencies, not located at an airport, which perform 
on behalf of the operator, the actof checking in 
passengers; 

(0 freight forwarders; and 

(g) agencies engaged in the securi^ screening of 
passengers and their baggage, and cargo. 

(2) Training shall be provided in the requirements 
commensurate with the responsibilities of the personnel 
being trained and such training shall include,— 

(a) general familiarisation training aimed at 
providing familiarity with the general {vovisions; 

(b) function-specific training providing detailed 
training iir the requirements q)plicable to the 
function for ^^ich that person is responsible; 
and 

(c) safety training covering the hazards presented 
by dangerous goods, safe handling and 
emergency response procedure. 

(3) A training programme establi^ed and maintained 
by or on behalf of an Indian operator or by any oAct agency 


in India shall be subjected to review and approval by the 
Directm-Goi^al 

(4) The training programme established and 
maintained by or on behalf of a foreign operator sh&ll be 
accepted as valid by the Director-General on production of 
evidence that it has been approved by the regulatory 
authority of the State of the Operator. 

(5) An tq}plication for grant of qyproval under sub¬ 
rule (3) shall be made to the Director-General in such form 
and contain such particulars or documents as may be 
specified by him. 

(6) The Director-General or any other officer 
authorised in this behalf by the Central Govenunoit may, 
on being satisfied, grant approval to an organisation to 
establish or maintain the training programme. 

(7) Unless suspended or cancelled, the approval 
granted under sub-rule (6) shall remain valid for a period 
not exceeding one year, which may be renewed feu a period 
not exceeding one year at a time. 

(8) A fee of rupees fi% thousand shall be payable 
for die grant of approval and rupees twenty five diousand 
shall be payable for renewal thereof. 

(9) The fee shall be paid by crossed Indian Postal 
Order or Demand Draft drawn in fevour of Pay and Accoimts 
Office, Director General of Civil Aviation, Ministry of Civil 
Aviation, New Delhi”; 

(2) in rule 15, for the words “the Director-General”, 
the following words shall be substituted, namely:— 

“the Director-General or any officer authorised in 

this behalf by the Central Government”.
